John Irmscher represent the lessee of the 
property stated they presently have 57 spaces 
and with the vacation it will increase to 91. 

Mr. Robert Curts, 5724 Covington Road statdd 
he was not opposed to vacation but wondered 
if he would stll be able to park there on 
occasion.
